As stated in our 1943 report, maps at this office 
show that Union has 2,818 acres of lands bearing white 
pine in sufficient quantity to warrant blister rust control 
measures. In order to protect this acreage, it is neces- 
sary to examine at least two additional acres for every 
acre of pine. Your town has cooperated in this work 
for several years, and we were able to finish the initial 
work in 1944 and also to rework about 800 acres that 
had been examined some ten years ago, but upon ex- 
amination showed a recurrence of Ribes plants. As 
many of these areas worked around ten years ago show 
a comeback of Ribes plants, due to reseeding, birds etc., 
we recommend that the town further cooperate with the 
State and Federal Government to free any such lands 
of these menacing plants. In 1944, Union raised $200.00 
for the work, and we are pleased to report that in spite 
of adverse labor conditions, 2,000 acres were freed of 
33,732 wild Ribes plants, the alternate host of the rust, 
at a cost of $753.92 (Town $199.64, and Fed. Govt. 
$554.28) |

It would seem that there is a chance for improve- 
ment in the high school curriculum. I would recommend

New toilets in the grammar 
school basement, repair and strengthening of all play- = 
ground equipment, quite extensive repairs on the roof 
a new bridge, new curtains-if available, a fire-proofed 
door in the boiler room, resurfaced walks and some chairs 
and desks repaired constitute the major items. However, 
it is time for the building to be repainted. Whether it is 
wise to let it go for another year - because of the other 
necessary repairs - is debateable. The building looks 
good from a distance but on closer inspection the need 
of paint is quite evident. 
In closing I would like to thank the Superintending 
School Committee and teachers for their fine support 
and cooperation.
